I have been instructed by the U. S. 


Fuel Administration, through their, 
Production Department, to call atten- 
tion and impress upon the operators 
and miners m my district the neces- 
sity of seeing to it that all men with- 
in the draft age, whose loss would de- 
crease coal production, file with the 
draft board proper claims for defer- 
red classification. 


The possibility of a serious short- 


age of fuel this winter is facing our 
country and in order that the war 
program may be carried out, it is ab- 
solutely essential and necessary that 
the mining forces of Central Pennsyl- 
vania be not further depelted. 


The requirement's in Central Penn- 


sylvania to carry out the war pro- 
gram demand an increase over our 
sixty million tons production in the 
year 1917 of 14.4 per cent., or 8,640,- 
000 tons. In other words, Central 
Pennsylvania is called upon to pro- 
duce this year almost 69,000,000 tono 
of coal.

The one big, absorbing thing for 


the entire country this week is the 
registration that is to be conducted on 
Thursday between the hours ol 7 
o'clock in the morning and # o'clock 
in the evening. Between those hours 
every man between the ages of 18 
and 45 years, inclusive, who has not 
previously registered, is expected to 
go to the various registration polls 
and enroll. 
The board of District 


No. 1 has appointed all of its regis- 
trarse and these people are now en- 
gaged in becoming familiar with their 
duties. It is the duty of the head 
registrar of each boar<i to see that all 
supplies are on hand; that the rooms 
are in suitable condition and that no- 
tices are posted throughout the pre- 
cinct, notifying the men that they 
must register. 
This is being done. 


Every man must register personally 


and it will therefore be necessary for 
each individual to call at the election 
house in his district on Thursday. 
The registration places will be opened 
at 7 o'clock in the onring and will not 
close until 9 o'clock at night, thereby 
making it possible for everybody to 
register without losing any time from 
their work. 


On June 5, 1917, there was a total 


of 798 men registered in District No. 
1. The authorities estimate that the 
coming registiation will increase this 
number by a third, giving a total of 
1166. This will make it necessary for 
hustling and all should register as 
early as possible to avoid congestion. 


There should be no excuse for any- 


one failing to register. 
Notices have 


ben carried in <all of the newspapers 
daily, the moving pictures havte ad- 
vertised the fact and cards are posted 
all around the country 
giving the 


date. The registrants will make the 
work of the board easier and, moc*. 
possible to get thru if they have all 
of the answers to their tongue's end, 
so that theie will be no time lost 
probing after facts. 


A number of those who have passed 


their 18th birthday anniversary and 
have not yet reached their 46th have 
called at the headquarters of the 
board with a demand that they be reg- 
isterd at once. 
The law provides for 


the registration to take place on Sep-, 
tember 12th, and, as the time of the 
board is fully taken up with other 
matters and the machinery has been 
arranged to complete the registration 
on the day designated, the board asks 
this public notice that no discrimina- 
tion will be shown. 


Those who expect to be absent from 


the city on the great registration day 
need not allow that to concern them. 
They have the privilege of registering 
at any place where they may chance 
to be on that date and will then re- 
ceive registration cards, for which the 
proper leceipt will be exchanged by 
their local board later.
